Expect Streams 


To Be Higher 


Michigan trout fishermen can ex 
pect northern streanis to be gen- 
erally higher than a year ago, es- 
pecially in the upper peninsila,z 
on tha April 28 opener, the Conser 
vation Department reports. 

If the weather cooperates, there 
should be little snow-water enter- 
ing most streams in the northern 
lower peninsula by April 28th. 
This would leave waters warmer 
than usual and perhaps clear. 

In some parts of the upper pen- 
insula where snow depths are go- 
ing down more slowly, the spring 
runoff may put streams on the 
muddy side. However, high waters 
should bring big trout well up into 
tributaries fn the Escanaba district 
and provide some first-rate catch- 
es, the Department reports. From 
Baraga district comes word that 
excellent rainbow fishing is in 
prospect when the season opens. 
The district’s brook trout streams 
are also expected to yield good re- 
turns,
